George J, Howard Loses His Life 
in Barron Lalie While 
Bathing. 


GOT OUT BEYOND HIS DEPTH,

Niles» July l-~George J. Howard, 
•fed 23 yean, was drowned m Barron 
Lake list night while bathinir with a 
party of friends. The sad death has 
brought gloom to the home of every 
friend of the young man. 


The accident oocured about 9 o*clook. 
The lake has a treacherous bot­ 
tom at the point where the bathers 
were enjoying themselves and the 
unfortunate boy before realizing his 
condition got beyond his depth and the 
waters closed over him before his 
friends could reach him. 


The body was recovered five minutes 
after it disappeared below the surface 
of the water and every method to re­ 
suscitate the boy was adopted without 
avail. An hour had elapsed before a 
physician: arrived and he was beyond 
succor. 


The young man was a good swimmer 
but he evidently was seized with a 
cramp in his limbs. 
Miss Miller, a 
very intimate friend of bis, was only a 
few feet away when he sank. She was 
a skillful swimmer also and the two had 
started out together to test their powers 
of endurance. They had just reached 
deep water when the misfortune came. 


The young man was the son of Mrs. 
George J. Howard, a widow. He was 
employed in the Fit^t National bank 
and today was to have been promoted 
to the position of assistant cashier. He 
uras iaentiiied closely with religious 
work and his services in the churches 
was highly valued. Popular in society, 
Invaluable to his employers, the death 
of George J. Howard naturally comes 
like a giant’s blow, and everywhere 
there is grief. 


The mother of the young man is em­ 
ployed In the ottice of the Bell Tele­ 
phone Company. She is prostrated.

■tate convention here yesterday was one 
of the nyoit memorable political occa­ 
sioni in the history of Ohio. It waa a 
convention of unanimity on principles 
and of differences on men, and espec­ 
ially on those who were candidates for 
places on the state ticket. In the con­ 
tests for favorites It was also a conven­ 
tion of endurance, aa the deletbtes took 
no recess and weni In session continu­ 
ously from 10 a. m. till almost that hour 
last night. It was a free silver conven­ 
tion throughout. Every candidate whose 
name was presented was announced as 
orthodox on sliver doctrinéis the car­ 
dinal principi« for his favomble conrtd- 
eràtion. 
While there were some dlf- 
ferenèés of opinion about adopting the 
anti-trust and the Cuban resolutions 
there, was not a dissenting voice in the 
convention to the declaration for the 
Crèe and unlimited coinage of silver at 
the ratio of it to 1 without the co-opera- 
tion of any other nation. ,

And the name of William J. Bryan 
was mentioned in sòme way by every 
speaker as the one sure way of bringing 
out a chorus of applause. While there 
was no plac« on the state ticket ac­ 
corded to either the silver Republicans 
or to the Populists^ yet representatives 
of both those elements co-operated In 
the convention, and an Informal fusion 
was perfected. The silver Republicans 
and the Populists are themselves re­ 
sponsible for having no representatives 
on the ticket, as they would not ask It 
and stated that they were more inter­ 
ested in the platform than in the offices. 
Out of 956 votes cast for supreme Judge 
there were 02 for John J. Harper, a 
silver Republican. 


Slaughtered by tha Rnml Delagatas. 
R. T. Hough, the favorite for gover­ 
nor, was slaughtered because of the op­ 
position of the rural districts to the 
Mcljean men using the large delega­ 
tions from Cincinnati, Cleveland, To­ 
ledo and other cities to dictate the head 
of the ticket. Those running next were 
Chapman, Welty and Sorg. Welty*s 
name was not presented after his friends 
learned that Chapman had been agreed 
upon as the compromise candidate. 
Hough's name was withdrawn before 
the balloting began, and the name of 
Sorg was withdrawn before the result 
of the flrst ballot was announced. It is 
reported that the McLean men had an 
understanding with Chapman and hla 
managers before the convention 
con­ 
vened and the vote of the strong Mc­ 
Lean counties for Chapman bears out 
the report.

WILL STAND BY JOHN R. M*LEAN. 


H« Is to B« th« Candidato for Senator- 
Other Silver Men Indignant. 


In addition to the state ticket nom­ 
inated there Is an implied arrangement 
for John R. McLean for senator with 
the state candidates as well as the party 
organization. 
Still it Is reported that 
ex-Representative Paul J. Sorg will also 
be in the ñeld for senator.. The McLean 
men did not name their flrst favorite 
for governor or hold the resolutions as 
they had fixed them Tuesday night, but 
these concessions were made in the In­ 
terest of harmony. They wanted noth­ 
ing In the platform but the declaration 
for free silver as the paramount Issue. 
But they would not vote against anti­ 
trust and Cuban resolutions when once 
presented. 


The proposal to put a free silver Re- 
pubiicaii and Populist on the ticket was 
tabled and an attem pt' to take It from 
the table failed. The Cuban declaration 
demands immediate recognition of bel­ 
ligerency for the rebela The ticket com 
plete is as follows: 
Governor, Horace 
L. Chapman; Lieutenant governor, Mel 
ville D. Shaw; supreme Judge, J. P. 
Spriggs; attorney general, W. H. Dore; 
state treasurer, James F. Wilson; mem­ 
ber of board of public worics, Peter H. 
Degnan; school commissioner, Byron H. 
Hurd. 


The silver Republicans held a con 
ference last night and expressed great 
Indignation. They said it was true they 
had announced that they did not want a 
place on the state ticket, but the an ­ 
nouncement 
was 
not 
made 
till 
after 
they 
were 
told 
they cuuld 
not 
have 
it. 
They 
appointed 
a 
state committee to call a convention to 
nominate a separate ticket. The Popu 
lists also announced that they would 
hold a state convention and have a 
separate ticket. The Prohibitionists will 
have two separate tickets, so that there 
will be at least six tickets In the fleld. 


WOMAN FOR SITPRKICE COVET. 


Nsbraska Prohlbllioalsts Nomlnato On« for 
Asiioclato Justice. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 1.—The state con­ 
vention of the Liberty Prohibition party 
was concluded yesterday. Overtures on 
the part of the regular Prohibitionists 
for an Indorsement of their candidates 
were Ignored, and Mrs. Zara A. Wilson, 
of Lincoln, was nominated for asso­ 
ciate Justice of the supreme court, and 
R. C. Bentley, of Shelton, for regent ot 
the state university.

Courtney, 
however, denies this. “The trouble was 
with the airbrakes," he said. *‘They wcnrked 
all right at Wheaton, biit there were 
two tramps on the train there who were 
put off. one of them got on again be­ 
tween the engine and the baggage car. 
He was the one killed. Accidentally or 
otherwise, one of them must have Inter­ 
fered with the Joint in thealrbrake hose. 
The brake worked all right on the en­ 
gine, but it could not be applied to the 
Saches. We were running along at not 
ore than twenty miles an hour, when 
saw the signal.

New System of Ventilation 
traduced on the Steamer 
City of Cliicago.

Place to Rest. 


Edward Brammall has just completed 
a eyfitem of ventilation for the steamer 
City of Chicago which will add much 
tb Uie comfort of all people who patro­ 
nize this elegant steamboat. 


In the hot weather even in midlake 
the dining room of the steamer has 
.been so. uncomfortably hot that many 
people have remained on deck and re­ 
mained hungry rather than visit the 
dining room. 
By the new system the 
dining room is made cool and It is a 
delightful place to rest and to eat. 


The machinery used to keep the 
lower part of the boat cool is an eight 
horse steam engine which drives an 
immense fan which pumps air from 
above the upper deck and drives it 
through pipes 
running to different 
parts of the boat. 
In the dining room 
the air is changed every two minutes. 
The cold air is driven through pipes 
very much like those used with hot air 
furnaces and wherever a cool breeze 
is desired there is, what in a furnace 
would be called, a register. 
In the 
ladies’ cabin there are two of these 
“registers.” 
The force of the rushing 
cool air is sufficient to blow off a 
loosely pressed down hat. 


The system cost the Graham & Mor­ 
ton com pan v somewhere in the neigh­ 
borhood of $700. It is another instance 
where the transportation company has 
not saved expense to make comfortable 
its patrons and its employes. 


It is probable that the City of Mil­ 
waukee will be equipped with the same 
syistem. 


OLD OAK FALLS. 


It Guarded the Entrance to the 
Methodist Church. 


The old oak that has stood a silent 
sentinel at the left of the walk entering- 
the Methodist church ever since that 
structure was erected and for lOO years 
before, was hewn down yesterday by a 
gang of men employed by Street Com- 
migsioner Shankland. 


It was well that it became necessary 
to fell the old tree, because its race 
was almost run, and the smallest breeze 
was liable to topple the decayed vet­ 
eran over onto the church ediiice in 
which direction it was strongly in­ 
clined.

No village was 
within reach, and we seated ourselves 
on the edge of the ditch while the dam­ 
age was being repaired as well as cir­ 
cumstances would permit. My brother 
and! were rendered both tired and hun­ 
gry by this del^, and particularly I, 
being a weak and delicate little fellow, 
gave my dear mother much trouble 
with my complaints. In order to dis­ 
tract our thoughts, my mother stood up, 
pointed out the many beautiful blue 
flowers in the fields and requested us 
to gather them and bring them to her. 
Then she made wreaths of them, and 
with joy we watched her skillful hands. 
Thereby the sad state of the country, 
her own trials and the anxiety concern­ 
ing her sons’ future may well have oncd^ 
more pressed heavily on my mother’s 
heart, for slowly tear after tear welled 
from her beautiful eyes and fell on the 
wreath of cornflowers. This emotion of 
my devoted mother went deeply to my 
heart, and, forgetting my own childish 
sorrow. X attempted to console her with 
caresses, during which she placed the 
blue wreath, glittering with tears, on 
my head. X was then 10 years old, but 
this touching scene has never faded from 
my memory, and if now, in my old age, 
I behold the sweet blue flower, I imag

July l.—As a result of 
the rapid work on the tariff bill yes­ 
terday the dose of the long debate in 
the sehate and the final vote on the bill 
Is felt to be very near at hand.

. ^rocity and the duty on coal—were per­ 
fected, while another source of much 
conflict, the reciprocity

iinatured by the finance committee and 
presented to the senate. 
Aside from 
these larger items a great many minor 
ones which have caused more or less 
i conflict were disposed of.

lut, the declaration says, *%e careless- 
y, negligently and knowingly allowed 
«liedock to fall Into a decayed and dan- 
crous(K>ndition,” permitting a hole to 
brm which contained eight feet of water 
and covered an area of 300 square feet, 
which hole should properly have been 
guarded by barriers and notices both 
ly day and night. Well knowing that 
children frequently resorted to the 
street adjacent to the dock and to the 
dock itself to play, it Is alleged, the de- 
>ndant lett boards floating upon the 
water in the hole to. which children 
were enticed and to which they were 
not denied access. 


It is futher alleged that the condition 
of the dock was not in keeping with the 
demands of a city ordinance governing 
that matter and that the defendant had 
been not!lied by the city that repairs 
were needed upon them. 
By reason of the death of her »on the
